ICS's acknowledgement of your request notified you that you were placed in the '"all other 1 
requester category. Pursuant to the DHS implementing regulations, 6 C.F.R. § 5.1 1, ''"all other' 7 
or non-commercial requesters are responsible Lo pay 10-eents a page for duplication, ahliough 
the first 100 pages are free, as are the lirst Lwo hours of search time, alter which you will pay the 
per quarter-hour rate (S4.00, $7,00, $10.25) of the searcher. 

As y on were informed during your conference call with this office on August 6, 2010, 1CT 
cannoL provide statistical information for all 45 categories identified in Attachment A of your 
FOIA request. J have attached a spreadsheet from ICE's. Enforcement and Removal Operations 
Directorate (FRO) that details Lhe categories for which we are able to provide statistical 
information, the categories for which we arc unable to provide statistical information, and notes 
categories for which we are able to provide a partial response or substitute information. It is 
estimated that it would t$fc$ approximately 13 weeks to compile the statistical information that 
we arc able to produce, This data conies from a complex information system., which requires 
multiple queries and a cumbersome and time-consuming process to extract, combine, and export 
LhaL data into a useable format. As you are seeking statistical information from October 2004 
Lhrough the present, the result could potentially be millions of rows of data. 

You will he billed for the direct costs of producing this data, in accordance with 6 CT\R, § 5.1 1. 
as well as for Lhe reasonable charges for documents search. 1 It is estimated that the overall Ice to 
process your request will equal ypproNtnralely S 45 11,000. 00. 
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Direct eo^ts "svitl include actual expenses incurred in duplicating records to respond to a FOIA 
request. This includes the salary of the employe e(s) performing, the work pins 16% of that rate to 
cover benefits, and the cost of operating duplication machinery after the first J OG pages of 
duplication. Additionally, reasonable charges for time spent searching are assessed by the hourly 
wage of the personnel filling, the reciuest. ? For computer searches of records, you will be charged 
the direct costs of conducting die search, alter die firsL Lwo hours of search dme. Your request 
will not be considered received and hirther work will not be done on your request until you make 
a linn commitment to pay the anticipated total tee of $450,000.1)0, memorialized in writing and 
received by the JCE f'OlA Office within 10 days from the date of this letter. Also, because the 
Ice is estimated above $250.00, the agency requests that you pay lialf ihe cost ($225,000,110) 
before this office will begin processing the records. You may send your agreement to pay 
estimated fees, including a payment of at least 5225,000,00. made payable to the Treasury of the 
United 8 la I es , i o i hi s o fl i cc via m at I o r fn cs i mi le to :

If ICE does not receive written continuation of your willingness to pay the lotal estimated 
processing fee amonnt of 5450,000.00 or an amended request within 1 days from the dan: of 
Lhis letter, the ageney will consider this request withdrawn, and will administratively close your 
request tile. 

You have the right to appeal this determination to deny your request for a waiver of fees. Should 
you wish to do so, you mnst send your appeal ffrid a cop;' of this JetLer. within 60 days of the date 
of this letter to: U.S. Immigration Customs Enforcement, Office of Principal Legal Advisor, 
U.S. Department of 1 lomeJand Security, S00 North Capitol StreeL.
